SEATS  AT  TABLE  should  be  arranged  with  the  Second  Steward. 
DIVINE  SERVICE  on  Sunday  at  10.30  a.m. 

BAGGAGE. — Enquiries  should  be  made  to  the  Second  Steward. 

DECK  CHAIRS. — Passengers  desiring  the  exclusive  use  of  a  chair  for  the 
voyage  can  do  so  on  payment  of  3/-. 

LETTERS  AND  TELEGRAMS. — Passengers  desiring  to  have  these  for- 
warded by  the  Pilot  must  hand  same  (fully  prepaid)  to  the 
Purser  within  one  hour  after  leaving  Avonmouth. 

SMOKING. — Gentlemen  are  requested  not  to  smoke  in  Saloons,  State- 
rooms, or  Companion-ways. 

VALUABLES. — The  Company  is  not  responsible  for  theft  if  valuables 
or  money  are  kept  in  the  staterooms.  These  should  be  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Purser  for  deposit  in  his  safe,  and  a  receipt 
will  be  given  on  the  Company's  form.  As  no  charge  is  made 
for  carriage,  the  Company  cannot  accept  any  responsibility  for 
loss  or  damage.

— The  Purser  is  authorised  to  exchange  money 
at  the  following  rates  :  — He  will  give  Canadian  or  United  States 
money  for  English  at  $4.80  to  the  Pound  Sterling,  and  English 
money  for  Canadian  or  United  States  Currency  at  £1  sterling 
for  $4.95.
